ASKS FOR A PATENT. 


Sigmund Odenheimer Claims That He In- 
vented Cotton Bagging. 


WasnHinaton, November 29.—Patent Com- 
missioner Mitchell today rendered a decision 
in the ex-parte case of Sigmund Odenheimer, 
in which was involved the applicant’s right to 
a patent for the use of cotton as a baling fab- 
ric. In this case the commissioner says: 

The most conspicuous chauge made by the in- 
ventor to produce his alleged invention was the 
substitution of cotton for jute in the manufacture of 

ing. The applicant urged that cotton 
was especially adapted for use in such 
manufaciure, use unlike jute it 
is not highly inflammable nor brittle, inelastic or 
rough, and that it can commercially compete with 
jute, notwithstanding its greater cost. He further 
claims that the discovery of its value for such use 
was the result of a long expertment attended by 
large expense in ascertaining how the threads 
should be spun witha great of twist so as to 
give uniform smoothness and hardness and light- 
ness in weight, and also that he found it necessary 
to omit the sizing process which diminishedthe 
elasticity of the threads.“ 

The commissioner, following the recent de 
cision of the supreme court in the case of 
Brown vs. the District of Columbia, where an 
alleged invention in pavement consisted in 
substitutin be og shaped wooden blocks, 
laid and fi in acertain way, for blocks of 
stone, held that, notwithstanding the advan- 
tages secured by the alleged invention and the 
commercial success it had received, the appli- 
cant had in substituting one material for 
another, only availed himself of the resources 
and knowledge of the weaver’s art; that the 
experiments and trials practiced by him. were 
merely along the lines suggested 
and experience pertaining to the calling, in- 
volving an intelligent manipulation of mate- 
rials, and that the supposed invention was not 
a creative work of the inventive faculty which 
ck a contemplated to encourage and re- 
ward.

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THE BOSTON BLAZE. 


Two More Firemen Missing—W hat a Janitor 
Saw—The Blaze. 


30sToN, November 29.—T wo more firemen— 
Michael Murnan, driver, and John Brooks, 
pipeman of Hose 7—are reported missing this 
morning, and believed to be in the ruins of the 
Brown-Durrell building. 

Atthe banks theré is very little apprehen- 
sion of any serious results from the fire, as the 
foreign companies, which lose heavily, are 
prompt payers. Indeed, it is thought the im- 
mediate result will be favorable to the money 
market. As one banker said: 

“The burning up of stocks and merchandise 
is in effect asaleof them to the insurance 
companies for cash, and will result in a short 
time in throwing a great deal ot cash into our 
banks. The most of the insurance losses are 
made by English companies, as in the case of 
the Lynn fire, and as these companies have no 
balances here, much new money must come 
from abroad. 

The assessed value of the destroyed build- 
ings is $796,600. Individual losers, as a rule, 
are men abundantly able to sand it. An elec- 
tric clock in Cortley & Co,’s banking house 
stopped at 6:35 p. m Wednesday. 

THE CLOCK BURNED OUT, 

The janitor and janitress, who were in the 
building at the time, saw the clock burn out. 
The appearance of the phenomena was as a 
ball of fire. This would seem to indicate that 
the fire started in Jordan, Marsh & Co.'s 
building on Wednesday and smouldered all 
night. The insurance companies are likely to 
profit by the fize in the long run, as the dem- 
oustration that so-called fire-proof buildings 
are not fire-proof is likely to result in property 
being insured more nearly up to its full vala .

WORKMEN BADLY TREATED. 


A Case Which the German and French Con- 
sulg ave Investigating. 


CHARLESTON, §. C., November 29.—[Spe- 
cial.|—There is likely to be trouble between 
the United States and the French republic 
and the German empire. On the 20th instant, 
& squad of fifty-six German and French labor- 
ers arrived here from New York under contract 
to work at the phosphate mines, near Jackson- 
boro. The laborers claim that they were 
induced to come under false pretenses. When 
they reached their destination there 
was a robellion. The rebels were 
arrested by a trial justice and under 
an armed guard of negroes were sent to Wal. 
terboro and put in jail. The French consul 
was telegraphed for and went to the scene of 
trouble on Thursday. He is still there. Today 
the German consul was called on to interfere. 
An affidavit was sent him showing that the 
contractors had deceived the laborers. In the 
affidavit the statement is made that the con- 
tractors attempted to lock up over fifty in a 
room ten by twenty feet, and actually confined 
that number in the room for an entire night. 
The story of the affiants, if true, shows that 
their experience was worse than that of the 
prisoners in the famous ‘‘Black Hole“ in Cal- 
cutta. The French and German consuls have 
telegraphed the facts to Washington.

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: TRADE TOPICS, 
Business Affairs for the Past Week Reported 


2 2 by Dun & Co. 
Nuw Lonx, 


November . — R. G. Dun & 
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Prior to the Boston fire, the boot and shoe trade 
there had been quite paralyzed by the fire at Lynn, 
and as to the leather trade a little advance was antic- 
ipated, while here it was by many expected that the 
temporary withdrawal of the demand would cause 
some fali in leather. The Boston fire of Thursday 
destroyed heavy stocks of goods, and will doubtless 
affect the demand. Rebuildingin both cities will 
create a sudden demand for materials and labor. 
Heavy concurrent losses may shake some insur- 
ance companies, and affect the finances of firms 
burned out. But general prosperity and large ac- 
cumulation of available capital will probably 
render the influence ot these disasters compara- 
tively narrow and brief. In other respects the situ- 
ation is quite as encouraging as it has been for 
some weeks past; the volume of business is unsur- 
passed and pressure in money markets, though not 
ended here, bas seemed to be abating elsewhere. 

Reports from other sections are, without excep- 
tion, favorable on the whole, Trade at Boston 
prior to Thursday had been improving in wool, 
with sales of nearly four anion Sones manufac. 
turers — bg freely, though 2 s showed no im- 
provement; in cotton goods strong, with the mills 
all employed and prices s rengthening. At Phila- 
delphia farm products in strong demand and bitu- 
minous coal active, because the floods had broken 
the lines’ supply, but anthracite was dull. 

Money was tight, but with a prospect of ease 
aftertea days. Pittsburg reports a still stronger 
demand for iron and its products, an advance in 
some kinds of flint glass, and a good demand for 
window and general trade in spite of the weather. 
Western cities, without exception, find trade good. 
Money is fairly active, but nowhere stringent, 
at the western points reporting, and the accounts 
regarding collections are better than usda l. Cotton 
is unchanged, though receipts this week exceed 
last year’s by 16,000, and exports by 49,000 bales, and 
sales have been 378,000. Coffee has not moved, 
though 290,000 bags have been sold. Sugar is 
stronger with more active distribution, but Spreckles 
again announces that his war with the trust is to 
the death, and his work’s abont to begin. 

The shoe towns have all been shipping more 
largely than usual and the demand continues ex- 
ceptionally good, for the season in leather products 
generally with a prospect of some increase because 
of the Lynn fire.

FOR AN ASSAULT UPON A FIFTEEN- 
YEAR-OLD GIRL. 


A STRANGE CASE IN NORTH CAROLINA

The Victim Signs a Petitipn for the Release 
of Her Assailant, But the Governor 
Refuses to Interfere.

Exizaneta Crrr, N. C., November 29.—[ Spe- 
elal. The crime for which the boy, Banks, 
paid the penalty today wWas committed 
the first Sunday in last July, on a country road 
in Pasquotank county, the victim being Flor- 
ence Swaim, an unlettered white girl, 15 years 
ol age. It was in evidence that the girl had 
attended Sunday school, and had been accom- 
panied part of the way home by her unnt and 
some other relatives, and that these parted 
with her at a road leading to her home. One 
of them saw Banks behind them on the road. 
The girl swore as to the criminal assault and 
the force used. Another witness testified that 
directly after the crime he saw Banks, running. 
perspiring and excited. The night of the same 
day Banks was 

ARRESTED AT HIS HOME. 

He swore before a magistrate that he was 
fourteen years old last June. The facts appear 
to be that he is sixteen yearsold. The case was 
tried before the superior court, in September, 
and Banks was sentenced to be hanged on the 
25th of October. Banks, in giving evidenc@in 
his own behalf, denied the assault. The jury 
was composed of ten white and two colored 
men, and was out only five minutes. 

Application was made October Ist for a 
respite of thirty days. In this it was stated 
that Banks was a mere boy; that he was of a 
lower degree of intelligence than usual, and by 
no means conscious of the enormity of his 
offense. It was further stated that the day 
set for his execution was the last of a county 
fair. and that a paper, published at Elizabeth

Ex-Captain Ban- 
tram knew I had the knives, but up to last

WHICH MEETS IN ATLANTA NEX? 


NOVEMBER.

An Interview With Mr. J. S. Thompson, One 
of the Delegates Who Has Just Returned 
From Sacramento, 


The national grange will meet in Atlanta 
the second week of next November, and 
there will be seventy-five delegates iu at- 
tendance ona ten days’ session. They will 
represent 125,000 to 150,000 members in every 
state of the union, and their coming will be a 


great occasion. 

Mr. W. K. Thompson, of Liberty Hill, 8. C., 
reached Atianta recently on his return from 
the annual meeting of the national grange at 
Sacremento, Cal. 

“The delegates met at Kansas City,“ said 
he, aud were furnished a special train from 
there to Sacramento. The legislature of Cali- 
fornia appropriated $10,000 for the meeting, 
aud when it adjourned, the state furnished a 
special train to carry the delegates all through 
California, and well-posted men went along 
to point out the resources and attrac- 
tions of the country. It is a bea-u 
tiful country, with magnificent resources 
and a fine climate. Sacramento valley is one 
of the loveliest regions I ever laid my eyes on. 
The grandest scenery, however, was among the 
Rockies on the return trip. I went by the 
Northern Pacific and returned by the South- 
ern. I got on the train at San Francisco last 
Sunday night and never got off until I rested 
my foot on Atlanta soil this morning. 

“The meeting of the grange lasted for ten 
days aud was full of interest, but the one thing 
we would like to impress upon South Carolina, 
Georgia. Alabama and Mississippi is our action 
on the bagging question. Our efforts have 
heen directed to fixing the tare so that any 
kind of bagging may used. Last year we 
appointed acommittee to correspond with the 
foreign cotton exchanges and their report was 
recoived. 

„Mr. John Roseburgh, president of the Liv- 
erpool cotton exchange, replied that the matter 
had been submitted to the directors of the Liv- 
erpoo! Cotton association, who desired him to 
reply that the six percent tare was intended 
to cover the iron bands as well as bagging, and 
in some instances they had found it insutticient 
for that. Mr. J. W. Waller, secretary of the 
Amsterdam Cotton Biokers’ agsociation, wrote 

that while six percent was a full tare, the 
planters sustained no loss by allowing it to 
their buyers. He thought a broker who got 
used to six por cent tare would pay so much 
less for his cotton if only four per cent were 
allowed him. If the trade in general desired 
the change to four per cent tare the Amster 
dam Cotton Brokers’ association would not 
oppose it. President G. B. Brarvar, of the 
Bremen cotton exchange, was willing to word 
with the grange for actmal tare, and he hopek 
that plan would be adopted, not only on Amelie 
ican, but on all the cotton of the world. H: 
did not think a reduction of tare from six to 
four per cent would be desirable with jute 
bagging, as in that case the loss 
of two per cent would de gained 
by some othercomputation. If cotton bagging 
should be generally introduced, he thought the 
reduction of tare from six to four per cent 
could be very well made, 

In a second letter the committee called the 
attention of the Liverpool cotton exchange 
especially to the introduction of cotton bag- 
ging, but got nothing further than the state. 
ment that the Liverpool cotton association had 
taken no action with reference to cotton bag 
ying because they were under the impression 
that its introduction would be prejudicial to 
the interests of importers.

But two delegates are 
allowed to each state, and we generally have 
seventy-five present, The grange pays its wa 
and is a thoroughly substantial order, wit 
350,000 in the treasury or in property, and 
from this fund the expenses of the 
delegates are paid. There are 5,000 
‘granges in the United States, and 
from 125,000 to 150,000 members. In the north 
the order is very strong and growing very 
rapidly. In the south, owing’ to the rapid 
‘rowth of the Farmers’ Alliance, we have not 
ate able to tell just what membership we 
have. The grange is an older order than the 
alliance, which is really its offspring.

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To a Colored Correspondent. | 

We print elsewhere a letter from a negro 
in regard to the race problem in the south. 
It is a well written letter, and shows that 
the author is giving some thought to the 
matter. As yet, however, he has not fair- 
ly digested the subject, and there are symp- 
toms in his letter of a tendency to get hold 
of the wrong view. 

He seems to be unable, for instance, to 
perceive that there is any negro problem 
here, but there are other negroes who per- 
ceive it, and who are disposed to discuss it 
most seriously. What is this negro prob- 
lem?“ our correspondent asks. It is as 
simple as it is perplexing. Why, for in- 
stance, do the negroes continue to array 
themselves against the whites on every 
political question that can be suggested or 
devised? Why do they persistently vote 
against their own best interests in order to 
oppose the best interests of their white 
friends and neighbors? Right here is the 
problem, and while the fact of its existence 
is simple enough, it adds perplexity and 
danger to a situation that has no precedent. 

It is easy enough to understand the atti- 
tude of the administration immediately after 
emancipation, when they were in the hands 
of the politicians who managed the freed- 
men’s bureau, and when they were har- 
rangued night after night in the ‘‘loyal 
leagues’’ by men who sought to inflame 
them against the whites. We can under- 
stand why, at that time, they were the vic- 
tims of doubt. suspicion and fear; we can 
understand why, under all the circum- 
stances, they held themselves aloof from 
those whose slaves they had been; but we 
cannot understand why they have persisted 
in maintaining this attitude for twenty-five 
years. 

This is the problem, and it is a very seri- 
ous one in all its aspects. Here in the south 
is a compact body of citizens who are na- 
tive-born, but who, in temper and disposi- 
tion, so far as their political relations with 
the whites are concerned, are practically 
aliens who set themselves to oppose the in- 
terests of the white race in every particular, 
notwithstanding the fact that the interests 


of the negroes themselves are identical with 


those of the whites. ‘This attitude of the 
negroes is the basis of the problem, and we 
need not particularize the ramifications, 
bearings and tendencies of a situation so 
serious and so threatening. 

Our correspondent asks what great 
danger do we see ahead that threat- 
ens the negro. There is no danger 
that is not of the negro’s own making, 
and in this special line of manufacture he is 
assisted by the loafing members of his own 
race, who assume to be leaders, and by dis- 
reputable white republicans who have been 
engaged for a quarter of a century in preach- 
ing to the negro that the white people of 
the south are his enemies. 

Our colored correspondent says that in his 
opinion “there is not the shadow of a negro 
problem.“ He would be wiser than he 
seems to be if he could be brought to see in 
the temper and attitude of his race toward 
the whites a very serious problem. All 
that he can say in regard to the gentleness 
and faithfulness of the negroes as slaves, 
and in regard to their importanee as one of 
the industrial forees of the south has been 
said in these columns hundreds of times. 
They have been given due eredit for every- 
thing, but there still remains their inex- 
plicable attitude of opposition to the inter- 
ests of their white friends and to their own 
in political matters. 

The greatest charity,“ says our corres- 
pondent, ‘‘that can be extended to the ne- 
gro is for him to be let alone.’’ This is 
undoubtedly true, but will he be let alone? 
Not while the republicans of the north be- 
lieve it to be to the interests of their party 
to inflame his mind against the southern 
whites; not while such negroes as Bill 
Pledger try to stir up strife between the 
races for the sake of notoriety. In short, 
the negro will never be let alone, nor will 
the negro problem be solved until he takes 
a larger view of his duties and responsibili- 
ties as a citizen, and begins to understand 
and appreciate the fact that all his interests 
as a citizen are inseparable from those of 
the whites. 

In other words, the negro has bis own fu- 
ture in his own hands, to make or to mar 
according as he is wise or foolish,

Take the single matter of secession. The 
average citizen is under the impression that 
it was a southern idea, blunderingly tested, 
with disastrons consequences, 

It is true that the southerners, having the 
courage of their convictions, submitted the 
vexed question to the arbitrament of the 
sword, but it is none the less true that the 
earliest secessionists were New Englanders. 

The facts of the ease are grouped in a 
striking fashion by Mr. Adams in his re 
cent book, The Administration of Jeffer- 
son. In this work the author tells the 
story of the plot entered into by Burr, Pick- 
ering; Griswold, Tracy and others to dis- 
solve the union in 1805, if they failed to 
defeat Jefferson’s re-election. The plan 
was to establish a northern confederacy 
with Burr at its head. Pickering, of Mas- 
sachusetts, wrote to Rufus King that If a 
separation occurred the New England states, 
and New York and New Jersey would nat- 
urally stand united. George Cabot ex- 
pressed the opinion that the thing proposed 
was obvious and natural, but he was afraid 
that it would be thought too bold. Lack

Secession in New England was a petty, 
personal expedient. In the south it was 
believed to be a last resort—a measure of 
self-defense and self-preser vation, impera- 
tively dictated by —— of the case. 


An Educated Negro’s Views. 

The Rev. Dr. Edward Blyden, ex-minis- 
ter from Liberia to the court of St. James, 
is now in Charleston, 

Dr. Blyden is a well known author. He 
isaman of education and ripe experience, 
and has positive views concerning the race 
problem. As he is one of the foremost 
negro scholars of the world, his ideas de- 
serve serious consideration. 

This distinguished African says that the 
south has a serious problem on hand, The 
conflict between the races will grow sharper 
with each generation. The present system 
of education will bring only strife and dis- 
cord. Educate the negroes after the fashion 
of the whites, and they will desire to follow 
in their footsteps, and become politicians 
and bosses. In addition to our race prob- 
lem, there is another—the problem of the 
men of no race. This latter will give the 
most trouble. The negroes are quiet and 
conservative; the men of no race are not, 
and they will always be disturbers. 

The settlement of the whole business, Dr. 
Blyden says, would be to send half of our 
negro population to Africa. In Liberia 
they would prosper and be among their own 
people. The few left here seeing them- 
selves hopelessly outnumbered, would never 
antagonize the whites. He has been in cor- 
respondence for years with prominent ne- 
groes in all parts of the south, and is satis- 
fied that millions of them are anxious to go 
to Liberia. Ile is convinced that we can- 
not go on as we are now situated. Tho 
whites and blacks will never draw close to 
each other. They must be separated. 

So much for the Liberian statesman and 
divine. He is entitled to a hearing. There 
is something startling in this voice from 
Africa.

“T didn't know the dummy line was think- 
ing of making a change, remarked Chairman 
Woodward, when the matter was first men- 
tioned. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Haas, we're going to 
change. 

„When?“ 

„Just as soon as we can. The electric cars 
will be running on the dummy line before 
they ate on the Union lines.“ 

The change will soon ‘be complete. The 
electric car is almost a novelty yet. Country- 
men who haven’t been to Atlanta in five 
months come in every day now and see an 
electric car for the first time in their lives. 

In less than six months from now people 
will be forgetting what a horse car oradummy 
looks like. The electric car won't be a novely 
any longer. 

ABOUT THE OVERHBAD WI RES. 

Another very important matter was dis- 
cussed last evening at the meeting of the 
street committee. 

This was the matter of overhead electric 
wires. There were present Chairman Wood 
ward and Councilmen Stephens and McLen- 
don, of the committee; Superintendent W. 
J. Cole and Manager W. T. Gentry, of the 
telephone company; Superintendent G. H. 
Wade, of the Georgia Electric Light com- 
pany, and City Engineer Bob Clayton. 

Mr. H. E. W. Palmer, of the Georgia Light 
and Thomson-Houston Electric companies, ex- 
pected to be present, but telegraphed from 
Philadelphia, that he could not leave in time. 

The discussion was informal, and brought up 
by a petition of the Telephone company. 
They wanted a stipulation put in the electric. 
power privileges conferred, ir references to 
the putting of guard wires under the street 
railroad wires. 

This proviso was put in, ‘subject to all ordi- 
nances that now exist, orthat may hereafter 
be passed, to regulate the matter of overhead 
electric wires.“ 

It seems that an ordinance already exists re - 
quiring the guard wire, and Mr. Gentry made 
the point that the Fulton County lines should 
bg compelled to putin the guard wires at 
once. 

„I'll attend to that,“ said Chairman Wood- 
ward. 

There avo s number of minor points to be 
adjusted between the telephone, light, and 
street railway companies. The matter of 
guard wires is one of the smallest of these. 
The telegraph companies are out of the fight. 

The big fight is between the telephone and 
electric light companies over the matter of re- 
tarn wires for the electric light current. : 

„Make the current return by a wire on the 
same cross arm, says Manager Gentry. The 
inductive effects will then be neutralized.” 

“That'll take a double length of wire, ob- 
jects Mr. Wade. It isn’t necessary, either.“ 
. “We don't ask for double wires over the 

whole one hundred and twenty-miles of light 
wire, says Mr, Gentry, but only over the 
five or six miles in the heart of town where 
our telephone wires are thickest.“ 

The electric :ailway is also interested, but 
in a less degree than the other two parties. 

Next Friday night, said Mr. Woodward, 
by way of concluding the discussion, we will 
hold another meeting in plenty of time for the 
council meeting on the third Monday in De- 
cember. This overhead system must be per- 
fected. Above all things we want a perfectly 
safe system. The next consideration is to 
adjust matters equitably between the 
various companies interested. Mr. 
Palmer will be hore, and all 
interests are to be represented here next 
Friday night. You gentlemen meet and con- 
fer amongst yourselves in the meantime, and 
if you cau arrive at some settlement it will 
simplify matters. If you can’t, we are going 
to take the whole matter in our own hands, 
get us a competent electrician, and arrive at a 
settlement after our own fashion.“

Stacks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, November 29.—The_ stock 
market was active and weak today in all its depart- 
ments, and material losses from Wednesday’s 
figures resulted, though the afternoon saw a some- 
what better condition of affairs than in the early 
portion of the day. The full effects of the Lynn 
fire aud the sensation in the Chicago gas trust were 
not fully over, and the market was subjected this 
morning tothe influence of the disastrous fire in 
Boston, and every one came down with expectation 
of seeing materially lower figures, in which 
no one was disappointed. As was natural 
there was considerable pressure to sell from timid 
holders of stocks, but a majority of the selling was 
evidentiy tor short account. The bears expected 
that the heavy lostes by the insurance companies 
would compel the selling of numerous securities, 
especially those in which Boston is most interested, 
and the result was seen in the special pressure put 
upon Such stock as Atchison, New England, Bur- 
lington, Union Pacific, Denver, Texas and Fort 
Worth, and some of the specialties, but the im- 
pression made, especially in the first few minutes, 
was insignificant. The chief interest was still in 
Chicago gas, and thatstock furnished a large pro- 
portion of the dealings up to noon. The influence 
of the weakness in Chicago gas was felt seriously 
by Consolidated gas, whose position is almost ident- 
ical with that of the Chicago gas, and on light deale 
ings this stock ran off nearly three per cent, 

After the first decline of the forenoon, a rallying 
tendency appeared, and word was received from 
Boston that estimates of damage were not only 
largely exnggerated, but that most of the risks were 
placed with foreign corporations, and some cover- 
ing resulting, the bears were driven to other expe- 
dients to keep the advantage they then held. 

The mouey scare was revived, aud it was bid up 
to 15 per cent before the close, precipitating an- 
other selling movement among the weaker holders, 
and causing a loss of all improvement from the 
lowest price, which bad come after the removal of 
the pressure of the forenoon. Chicago has dropped 
still further, and many of the stocks in the regular 
list reached lower figures than they bad eeen 
in the morning. Tennessee coal and San 
Francisco preferred, however, which had each 
broken over 4 per cent, held steady, and the former 
even made some improvement, Many of the spec- 
jalties wera hard hit, also. Western Union also 
yielded rapidly in the last hour, being found gpar- 
ticularly vulnerable.

NEW YORK, November 29.—[Speclal.— The cot- 
ton situation for the past week has been decidedly 
Iniſa vor of the bull elent for various reasons, The 
most important is the enormous demand for actual 
cotton from abroad, The information is furnished 
from several sections that the firmness now existing 
is attributable to the fact that the south sold the 
foreign element quite a lot of cotton some months 
ago for future shipment. As these contracts became 
due great difficulty was experieacea in obtaining 
the actual cotton unless at a premium, The Far- 
mers Alliance, which has assumed a most formida- 
ble position, advised the members to hold all cotton 
possible for higher prices again, Tennessee aud 
the Carolinas continue to send unfavorable reports 
of the crops. Allof the above have in a measure 
militated against any attempt on the part of the 
bears to take advantage of the big crop estimate. 
However, they are patiently awaiting the long 
looked for opportunity to hammer prices, which 
they think are unreasonably high. Including to- 
day’s final figures the entire list of options has ex- 
perienced an advance? of 7@8 points, while Liverpool 
has been irreguiar and prices practically unchanged 
with heavy receipts of 145,000 bales, including 
115,000 bales of American cotton, while the sales 
were only 43,000 bales. Stocks in Liverpool aggre- 
gate 651,000 bales. against 413,000 bales the same 
time last year. The southern markets show a firm 
undertone with quotations nominally unchanged. 
Our careful survey of the situation at large is that 
the distant options wili do to sell on any advance, 
as it is reasonable to suppose that with an increase 
of stocks of 238,000 bales Liverpool the foreign de- 
mand will naturally ease off in the course of the 
course of the next two or three weeks, although our 
private cables say the weakness in speculation is 
due more to Neill’s estimate than anything else. 
Texas reports a free movement of the staple, and 
predicts even heavier receipts as the holidays ap- 
proach. The general estimate places the crop of 
that state at 1,760,000 bales.

Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, November 29—Wheat—A moderate 
speculative business was transacted, and the feeling 
wasalittie tame, Local tradera were rather in- 
clined to the selling side, and prices averaged 
lower. Buying was only of a moderate character 
and rather scattered, though ‘moderate purchases 
for May delivery were again reported on foreign 
account. Fluctuations were confined within a 
small range, covering \%@"c. The opening was 
14% lower, eased off %o more, then rallied ge. 
full back again °c, and closed 1- G e lower than 
Wednesday. 

Corn—A gen¢ral surprise was in store for opera- 
tors in this market today, and it developed in the 
si ape of a material advance in prices. November, 
which closed Wednesday at 3240, opened today 
with sales at 321%, and advanced with a slight 
reaction to 82c. The pit was tbe center of attrac- 
tion and great excitement prevailed, This was the 
principal feature of the day. The present low stock 
of contract corn in store, the last report making the 
amount less than 600,000 bushels, made it easy for 
manipulation, and a certain party or parties have 
taken advantage of the situation, there being a 
short interest reported of about 600,000 bushels, dis- 
tributed through seven or eight houses here. Re- 
ceipts of contract corn have been light, only £0 to 
85 per cent being of contract grade. A certain 
prominent local speculator’s name was frequently 
mentioned in connection with today's advance, it 
being the opinion among certain traders that the 
operator above mentioned was short, andthe ad- 
vance was due to purchases of a large local packer, 
The opening was unsettled and a feverish feeling 
prevailed, trading at wide range. Brokers were in 
the cash crowd, and the first sale ofcar lots were 
reported at 35c, and from this up to 61e was paid. 
Outside of November, the other months were rather 
neglected, though slight advances were scored in 
December and May. 

Oats were quiet and steady, there being too much 
excitement in corn for operators to give oats espe- 
cial ajtention.

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A BULLET IN HIS BRAIN 


JUDGE R. B TRIPPE TAKES AHS OWN 
LIFE IN BIS OFFICE. 


A Brilliant Career Ended Because of Men- 
tal Anxiety, Financial Troubles and 
Physical Suffering. 


A bullet in bis brain! 

Blood on the carpet—blood on the walls— 
a pool of warm blood under the book case and 
a sickening spatter of brains around his head. 

That is how poor Judge Bob Trippe was 
found yesterday morning. His desk and book 
calle had been removed into the office of Mr. 
Ulysses Lewis, room No. 5, in the 
Grant building, No. 40 Marietta street, 
on Tuesday last, and he had been occupying 
the office with Mr. Lewis since then. 

Judge Trippe was an attorney, but his prac- 
tice had fallen off, his health was wrecked, 
and he had been despondent and ill for some 
time. 

Yesterday morning, at 8 o’clock, he left his 
home, No. 182 Alexander street, after bidding 
his wife an affectionate good morning, and 
promising to return to dinner. 

He reached his office in advance of Mr. 
Lewis, aud closed the door behindhim. From 


opened his desk, and without removing 
his overcoat, seated himself, and drawing a 
quire of legal cap paper from a pigeon hole he 
opened the inkstand and started to write. 

He must have changed his mind immedi- 
ately. A piece of crumpled newspaper, which 
he had evidently crushed in his left hand, was 
tossed on the desk, his hat was thrown some 
distance, and rising from his seat he drew a 
double-barrelled derringer from his pocket; 
placed the muzzle near his right temple and— 

A MUFFLED REPORT 
was heard by Mr. Joseph H. Johnson, 
whose office is adjoining, but he 
did not investigate, not suspecting the 
dark tragedy that was taking place 
in the neighboring room. 

Mr. Ulyses Lewis glanced at the clock as he 
came into the office. It was just 8:40 o’clock. 
Then his eye fell upon the prostrate form ly- 
ing with the head in the shadow of the book 
case, and near the door that opens into Mr. 
Johnson’s room. 

He supposed the man was ill, and stepped 
quickly forward, but he caught the gleam of 
a pistol near the dead man’s feet, and at the 
same instant he was horrified at the sight of 
the blood which had flowed so freely. 

He saw that it was Judge Trippe, and his 
worst fears were realized. He stooped over 
the dead man and felt of his wrist. It was 
still warm, but the pulse had stilled forever. 

He ran into the next room and informed 
Mr. Johnson, and the two hastened to see if 
anything could be done. The second inspec- 
tion of the body but confirmed the first. A 
negro woman employed about the office passed 
the door and lookedin; then the alarm be- 
came general. The gentlemen took proper steps 
to see that nothing was disturbed until 
the coroner could be notified, which was done 


at once. 

Dr, J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, 
arrived in a few minutes, and made a thorough 
investigation of tlie body and the surroundings. 
The evidences of suicide were unmistakable. 

In the dead man’s pockets a number of busi- 
ness letters were found, and thirty-five dollars 
and fifty cents in cash. He worean old fash- 
ioned gold watch, ou the inside of which was 
engraved V. O. Renfroe, February 17th, 
1856." He had carried the watch 
a long time, and it had _ belonged 
to the fathe- of his first wife, whose home was 
in Columbus, Ga. 

An unsealed letter lay on the desk addressed 
to Mr. C. A. Copelan, Greensboro, Ga.“ It 
was opened and a plain sheet of paper with 
the pin holes where he had attached a news- 
paper clipping, were in the corner. It read as 


follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 28th, 1889.— Mr. C. A. 
Copelan, Secretary, etc. Greensboro, Ga.: Dear 
Sir: I answer enclosed advertisement. I ama 
graduate of the University of Georgia and have 
some experience in teaching. I have recommen- 
dations from Judge R. T. Dorsey aud Professor W. 
M. Slaton, of this place. Please let me know salary 

aid and how it is paid. I also send note from Mr. 
1 & T. Rowiand, of this place, * let me hear 
from you. Vo rs, etc. N. B. TRIPPE.

In his vest pocket was a card bearing the 
address of Colonel A. T. Daiey, of Wrights- 
ville, with whom he had an appointment at the 
Kimball yesterday morning. It was learned 
that the meeting had been fur the purpose 
of securing the position of teacher of the 
Wrightsville school. Mr. Daley had told him 
that he could not give hima definite answer 
until Monday. 

THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE DEED. 

The causes that led to the rash deed are 
easily accounted for. Last summer Judge 
Trippe had a severe attack of fever, and lay 
ill for a long while. He had suffered for years 
with a case of chronic asthma, which he 
thought was inherited and incurable. 

In consequence of his broken health ni 
practice fell off, and he underwent a har 
struggle to keep his head above water. Oflate 
he had answered many advertisements 8, such 
as the one referred to above, hoping to secure 
a position as a teacher in some neighboring 
town. 

All his efforts bad failed and he had grown 
more and more despondent. Several times of 
late he had taken from his pocket the little 
double barrellea Remington derringer, 42 cal-- 
iber, one barrel above the other, and had re- 
marked that he had half a mind to take 
his life and end his troubles. 

He was of a nervous and variable tempera- 
ment, anda man who magnified his troubles 
and brooded over them. His friends feared 
that he would carry out the threats, and were 
not wholl ly unprepared forthe sad finale of 
the tragedy that occurred yesterday morning. 

THE STORY OF HIS LIFR. 

Judge Robert B. Trippe came of a distin- 

aoe family. His father was Judge Turner 

Trippe, of Cartersville, who was a cousin 
of Judge R. P. Trippe, so well knownin judi- 
cial circles in eee 

He was born in 1847, and lost a brotber in 
the war. After attaiuing his majority he en- 
tered the University of Georgia, and was there 
in 1872-3. From the university he returned to 
Cartersville and began the stad 
of law. He was Screen hapa an 
soon obtained the pointment .

position which he filled with honor and de 
tinction. 

About ten years 
was assistant the 
under Judge Bigby. 

After the latter’s term expired Judge Trippe 
resumed the practice of law, which he kept 
up with variable success until his death. 

Some years ago he married Miss mentee, of 
Columbus, Ga., a most lovable lady, to whom 
he was passionately devoted. Two boys 
were born them, and then the young 
wife fell a victim to consumption. This blow 
was one from which he never recovered. 

Two years ago he married * Julia Win- 
ter, the daughter of Mr. John L. Winter, and 
they uved very happily ther. The wid 
owed young lady. with ker baby, and the two 
bright little —2 of = first marriage, are left 
to mourn his sad d 

On Judge Trippe's person were found four 
policies in the Washington Life Insurance 
company, and his paid up insurance amounts, 
it is said, to some $10,000. 

THE UEST. 

The coroner’s inquest revealed no additional 
facts in the case, and returned a verdict of 
suicide.
